*"rho literati havo been stirring up trou- 
blo against tho foreifrn residents there for 
mai>y months, and tho danpfor to life and 
property bccamo so p:reat that about two 
months aa-o all Amorioau residents thoro 
were rerallod to Foo Chow. These woro 
the Rov. and MrB.W. C. Wilcox and throo 
children, Miss Mabel Chartford and Miss 
Rouse, the two latter represontiniy tho 
Woman's Forciffu Missionary tioelcty,and 
all of tho Motliadist church. Tho other 
foroipfuera tlii^re were threo or four mom- 
borB of tho English cburoh miRfiion, who 
may not havo bnt»n rocallod durin/? recent 
troubles. It iB probable that matters may 
havo Quieted down thoro after tho foroifrn- 
ora came away, and somo may have boon 
encouraged to return. 


"Tho common pooplo do not distinpruinh 
between Japanese, American, 
English 
and Gorman natioualltlos, but all aro 
alike—foreign devils, and obnoxious. Wo 
cannot but fear that outrages suoh as havo 
just roccnWy transpired at Chengtu, in 
tho northwest interior, will occur in othor 
localitios where foreign missionaries aro 
residing far away from tho troaty ports, 
and honco boyond tho protoction of for- 
eign gunboats. Tho pooplo aro oxtrcmely 
ignorant and oxcitingly suporstitious and 
OAslly Imposed upon. Tho fact that tho 
rocont outrages in tho Szcohnan provinoo 
woro connived at by tho highest authorl- 
tloe iQ. tho diatriot at tho time (sinoo ro- 
movod) gives causo for much anxloty 
concerning all foreign missionaries living 
in tho imterior." 


Considerable ],ight Is thrown upon tho 
fooling of the Chinamon towards foreign- 
ers and tho causes which led up to tho 
recent maesacro by an article printed In 
the North China Uorald of July 5. rogard- 
ing tho previous riots, a copy of which Mr. 
Gracey had. It was as follows: 


"At Chengtu tho olllcials, who havo 
more than an adequate force at their dis- 
posai, made no serlons attempt to stop tho 
destruction of tho Protestant and Cath- 
olic property, though appealed to from 
the first, although, whim tho destruction 
was comploto, tlioy protected the lives of 
tho misaionarlos, for t*je word seems to 
havo boon, 'Drive out, but not kill.'

chief of polico at Chengtu, a Hanan man, 
a Taoti in rank, iHKUud tho following 
proolamation on tho second day of tho 
riots;

VICTORY TOR MINERS. 


A Happy Knfïing to tho Groat Pittsburg 
Wago Coutrovorsy. 


PITTSBURG, Aug. 3.—Tho bi-^gost victory 
over made by organized labor was won 
yesterday in Pittsburg by tho miners. 
Almost every domand was rrrantod and 
tho operators gavo a written guarantee 
for their fullillmonb of tho contrant 
Tho 
papers wore signed last night, which in- 
oroased tho waijes of 100,000 minors in 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana and Illinois. 


Tho tonus ai'o that tho prosent rate of 
wages shall continuo in fori o until Oct. 
1, whon ovnry operator in tho Pittsburg 
district will pay the GO ccnt rate, with a 
difCorential of flvo cents in favor of op- 
orators who do not havo company stores, 
Tho agroomont for tho others provides for 
another advance on Jan. 1. 


Tho oCPoct of this settlomont is to ad- 
vanoo the mining rato in Ohio ond Indi- 
ana from 51 cents to GO conta* It also 
holds up tho rato in Illinois and brings tho 
Btrlko thero to an ond. It also changes tho 
ond of tho Boalo year from April 00 to Jan, 
1. This is tho first timo a dilïorontlal has 
beon granted against company stores, and 
it 1b ozpectod It will rosulji in having all 
of thorn abollshod. 


Another featuro of tho minors* victory 
is that a convention of minors and operar 
tors is to bo hold annually on tho second 
Thursday of October to fix . tho mining 
rate for the next year, so that tho rato for 
each year can bo sottiod before tho scale 
year expires. Tho first joint convention 
undor this agroomont is to bo hold next 
Octobor, and tho rato mado thon will go 
into effect on Jan. 1, 189(5.

UKVIVIKG PARTLY EXUATJSTED LAND. 
Much partly exhausted 
land 
is far 
richer than is commonly supposed. What 
it has lost is the humus or vegetable mat- 
ter that by decomposing furnishes heat 
and helps make mineral fertility availa- 
ble. 
In all heavy soils expecially there 
are stores of plant food that 
the 
roots 
cannot get at unless they have the 
ap- 
parent stimulus of a little nitrogenous 
fertilizer to set them loose. 
This ex- 
plains why light dressiufis of composted 
manure or of commercial fertilizers of- 
ten produce astounding results. 
Their 
fertility is at once available. 
They give 
the plants a start, and once started they 
are able to find all they need.—Boston 
Cultivator, 


CtKASs f o r a permanext 
p a s t u r e . 


The one best grass tor a pasture is or- 
chard grass, 
as it remains in the soil 
many years, and makes an early and late 
growtla. 
The seed may be sown in the 
spring at the rate 
of two and a half 
bushel to the acre, and it is desirable to 
sow common red clover with it, as the 
clover aifords plenty of feeding while 
tlie gras« is spreading over the ground. 
But it is vain to expect really 
good 
pasture of any grass unless the land has 
been well ])reparcd by thorough plowing 
and manuring. 
lu general it is best to 
mix two or more kinds of grass, and to 
choose some kinds that will make a later 
growth that will lurnish feeding while 
the others 
are reuewini? the herbaire. 
Thus it is desirable to add to the or- 
chard grass six pounds each of timothy, 
tall 


oat grass, aud meadow fescue. 
All 
these kmds may be procured of seeds- 
men. 
Alfalfa is not a grass, and is a 
jjlant of the clover family and resembles 
clover in many respects, except that on 
suitable land and in the right cUmate it 
remains in the ground many years. 
But 
where clover will succeed alfalfa is a poor 
substitute for it, as it requires a hot dry 
flimate to grow to perfection. 
It is a na 
live of countries where it is necessary to 
iiTij^ate the crop,—New York Times. 


THE COST OF 
FEED. 


Tiiere is little accuracy or approxima- 
tiou to accuracy in the usual estimate of 
the cost (jf pasture. In fact, a good many 
people practically 
think 
that 
pasture 
costs nothing. 
This sort of recklessness 
in considering the cost of summer feeding 
when pasture alone furnishes the food, 
is a part of the extravagance of our sys- 
tem of agrieulture, which is the direct 
result of having plenty of land. 
When 
the time comes in the history of the 
United iStates that our farms will be small 
and every acre will be compelled to yield 
to its utmost—and that time is coming 
—we shall know better what pasture 
costs. 
But even now the careful dairy- 
man and 
farmer realizes that pasture 
costs something worth while to consider. 
Hiram Smith says that it requires about 
three acres <m a small farm to pasture a 
cow, while by the ensilage system a cow 
can be kept nn less than an acrc. 


This progressive dair3'man is convinced 
not only by the force of reason but by 
actuul 
exptM'ience, that u man cannot 
ailord to use three acres for feeding a 
cow v.hen one acre and even less will do 
it, aud while he made next to nothing in 
his dairy—according to his 
flgures— 
while he simply pastured in summer and 
fed dry feed m winter, he makes a hand- 
some proflt, is able to keep 
a larger 
numoer of cows and is better satisfled in 
evej-y way, since he has made one acre 
keel) ^ 20W, fed more generously winter 
iind summer and made a study of 
his 
bubinesG.

CONDITIOKS FOJl CAULIFLO^YEn, 


Cauliiiower delights 
in cool, moist 
conditions cf soil aud climate. 
The soil 
should be rich, deej> aud 
sulhciently 
loamy to retain moisture. 
A, heavy clay 
will not do, as it encourages late growth 
and ao delays heudiug. 
There are so 
few parts of tho country that are nat- 
urally suited to the extensive cultivation 
of 
cuuliilower, 
aud so little 
general 
knowledge exists of its requirements, 
that it hus gained the reputation of be- 


ing an uncertain and ditlicult crop to 
manage. 
In fact, if given proper treat» 
ment it may usually be grown almost as 
easily and cheaply as cabbage, and there 
are few localities where spots favorable 
to its cultivation may not bo found. One 
docs not want acres of cauliiiower, for 
its marketable condition only lasts about 
two 
weeks, and the demand 
in this 
country is yet limited, not being as good 
as for cabbage. 
However, in spite of 
the light demand, it is a profitable crop 
near a larpre market. 
From IO,UCO to 
12,000 plants may be set to the acrc; 
these should average ton cents a head ati 
harvest time. 
The 
young plants will 
grow in midsummer^ but will not form 
good heads. 
Where 
the winters are 
mild tho early varieties may be started 
in cold frames and made to head before 
the advent of hot dry weather. 


Where the springs arc late it is best to 
plant the late growing sorts, so as to 
have them head in the fall. 
Cauliflower 
is quite hardy and will endure consider- 
able frost. If the spring crop is properly 
hardened oif in the cold frame,it may bo 
set iu the ojien ground 
much 
earliei 
than tomatoes and sufch tender things. 
To get the best results the young plants 
should bo kept in vigorous condition 
during the growing 
period; a puny, 
spindling plant cannot produce a fine, 
large cluster of flower buds. 
Water is 
necessary in continued dry weather, and 
good cabbage soil is rich enough for the 
plantlets; when set out to head, a soil 
rich in nitrogenous matter is needcil; if 
too rich for cabbage it will be right for 
cauliflower. 
Some gardeners tie thin 
white muslin over the heads when neat 
maturity, to blanch them more perfectly. 
Two principal points require attention 
for success with this desirable vegetable 
—forethought in planning for the head- 
ing season so as to miss the fatal hot dry 
weather; and abundance of food and 
moisture; if the latter may not be had 
naturally, 
or artificially 
without 
too 
much expense, better not attempt culti- 
vation of cauliflower.—New Y'ork Tri- 
bune. 


FAUir AND GARDEN NOTES, 


The hotter the climate tho thinner the 
fleece of sheep. 


It is well to know exactly what each 
cow 
profits you. 
Make 
inquiries 
at 
once. 


At least until grass makes a start to 
grow it is usually best to feed the poul- 
try regularly three times a day. 


In ordering seeds get a supply of sun- 
flowers and plants so as to have the seed 
next winter to feed to the poultry. 


Ducks should have dry straw on the 
floor of their quarters every night, es- 
pecially after they begin to lay eggs reg- 
ularly. 


If the hens get **oiI their feed" let 
them do without one or two meals and 
then give them a decreased ration for a 
day or two. 
, 


If the snow stays long on the ground 
it will pay to clean oil a place near tho 
poultry house so as to give them a spot 
for exercise. 


The best profit in raising poultry for 
market is in hatching oarly, pushing the 
growth as much as possible and thus 
marketing early. 


It is of more importance to supply 
plenty of grit during the winter than at; 
any other season, as the fowls are then 
confined more closely. 


Push the young chickens now by giv- 
ing them all that they will eat. A quick 
growth is essential in 
making 
early 
broilers most profitable. 


T. II. Iloskins thinks the time 
will 
come when apples will be generally sold, 
on the tree, thus relieving tho grower of 
the trouble of marketing. 


W. Werner says that tho mealy bug 
may be destroyed by dipping a brush or 
rag in alcohol and saturating the insects 
aud infected jmrt of the plant, 


AVheu the hens are well fed and com- 
fortably housed, and yet do not lay, a 
little cayenne pepper in tho food as a 
stimulant will often bo of benetit. 


It was told at a meeting of the Mas- 
sachusetts Horticultural Society that ap- 
ples grown in grass land 
keep longer 
than those grown in cultivated laud. 


All Idnds of stock should bo housed. 
It is said to be diliicult to get blood out 
of a turnip, but they furnish a much, 
greater su2>ply thau an east wind in win- 
ter. 


A speaker in a farmers' meeting ia 
Boston noted that many of our waysido 
shrubs aud vines, which we call weeds, 
are sent to Europe, there grown in hot- 
houses, and highly prized, 


Au icehouse ought to be ventilatedat 
the ends, toward tho top, so that hot 
air, which always rises to tho top, may 
esca[je in summer. 
In the tightest ice- 
house more or less hot air will always get 
in.

If the coming woman is not enough 
of an athlete, it will not bo tho fault 
of Cornell University. 
Tho trustees 
of that institution have just approj^ri- 
ated $50,000 for an addition to tho 
present gymnasium for women stu- 
dents; workmen are already laying 
tho foundations. 
Tho work will be 
carried on so rapidly that when the 
college opens next fall Cornell will 
, possess the lorgest and best equipped 
gymnasium exclusively for women in 
the world. 
There will bo rowing ma- 
chines, 
flying 
rings and 
trajjezes, 
chest weights and epringboards, and a 
huge swimming tank. 
When Cornell 
was made a co-educational institution, 
upon the highest portion of tho cam- 
pus was erected an immense building 
called Sage College. 
It was in this 
building tho young women of Cornell 
were supposed to live and study, al- 
though they recited in tho regular 
college 
recitation 
rooms with 
tho 
young men students. 
At that time, 
however, there were only eoventy-iivo 
or a hundred woipen in tho university, 
Now there aro over two 
hundred 
women in it, and nearly one-half oi 
th^m live 
either 
with parents 
or 
friends in tho city, or in quarters in 
eome of tho professors' houses. 
The 
new gymnasium will be for tho use of 
the women students, although those 
living outside will probably not be re- 
quired to take part in the prescribed 
exercise.

Ttie longest time it \ 
ever took me to find a body was nine 
days, 
I reiuember being hired bythu 
father of a young fellow named Galla- 
gher. 
Young Gallagher walked over- 
board one night from the pier at tho 
foot of Market street. 
His father, as 
everybody does under these circum- 
stances if they can afford it, sent for 
me. 
I searched tho river for nine 
days and hooked up nothing but bar- 
rel staves and old iron. 
After grap- 
pling for this length of time, I sat 
down in the boat and thought matters 
out. 
After watching the current care- 
fully and studying tho docks in the 
vicinity I concluded that there was 
room enough for the body to nave 
been washed under one of the docks, 
I got the pole tongs and began search» 
ing underneath tho dock and very 
soon found the body, 


"It is i)art of my business to make 
a study of tho currents of the river, 
and it is only by tho most careful cal- 
culation that the location can be hit 
upDu. 
Occasionallj' a body can bt 
found quite near where the drowning 
took place, but as a general thing ] 
begin at a spot quite a distance ofl; 
In all, I must have rescued at least o 
humlred bodies in the river. 


"When there is nothing to do ^n 
the body-grappling business I go out 
grappling for anything I can pick up. 
This includes old iron (which used 
to fetch a good price, but doesn't 
now), lost anchors, boxes or barrels 
from shijis, and anything and every- 
thinpi that the river contains that will 
fetch a price. 
One day 1 wa^i hired 
by a man who had accidentally dropped 
his watch into the river. 
My grnp» 
pling iron fetched it up in about halJ 
an hour and I got $10 for the job. At 
another time I was gent for to rescuc 
a horse. 
Rescuing horses is a little 
out of the ordinary run of business, 
but I undertook the job. 
The horse 
had fallen over a pier while attached 
to a wagon, aud the driver, for some 
reason best known to himself, had un- 
fastened the traces and let him droj: 
into the "wator.

Protection 
for 
Fruit 
and 
Grain. 


For many years boys, and in many 
cases men, -who go to the country in 
search of berries and engage in iishing, 
etc., have been a terror to tbe fanners. 
It is not that the farmer cared for the 
berries or cJierries, but for the injury 
that is done to his crujis by being trod 
down, Jiis fences injured. 
In tho future 
the persons who in the past have been 
guilty of such acts will have to be far 
more careful or they will llnd themselves 
in the toils of the hiw. 
At the last meet- 
ing of the Legislature in Harrisburg they 
amended the act for the protection of 
grain, fruit, &c., from the raids of tress- 
passers; and the fanner now has it in his 
poAver to make it exceedingly uncomfort- 
able for this class of marauders. 
It Avill 
be noticed, also, that the act extends a 
similar protection to the town gardeners, 
The amended law approved June 15, 
18i)5, is as follows:

Thoy were 
compileil by James M. Swank, 
tbo 
general mrtna;^er of tbo association, 
and woYQ presented to the members. 
Mr. Swank is the publisher of tbo Iron 
and Steel Bulletin and a recop:nized 
authority on the matter. 
His liguros 
may be accepted as reliable. 


Pitttsburg, says a correspondent of 
tbc New York Journal, basnow twenty- 
seven blast furnaces, twenty-nine steel 
works and thirty-four rollinf^ mills. 
In 1802, when the iron industry was 
booming, there were produced in the 
twenty-six blastfurnaces (the number 
existingattb.it time) 1,775,257 gross 
tons of pig iron. 
In 1S[)3, with one 
more furnace, the total 
production 
was 1,G97,2U7, or only 7S,050 tons 
leas. 
fi> 


This was tbo panic year during wbicli 
wages were out lower and lower until 
tbo workers rebelled and long strikes 
were the result. 
In 1S91, which was 
also hurd times year, tbo production 
of pig iron M-as 1,782.079, or 6822 tons 
more than during tbo boom j'ear of 
1892. 


The report also shows that in 1892 
there were sixty-two rolling mills and 
steel works which produced 1,005,974 
tons of crude steel. 
In the following 
year the 
decrease was only 
15,201 
tons, while in 1891:, when (ho country 
began to feel tho bene/icial effects of 
tariff reform, the production was 1,- 
893,090, or almost 300,000 tons more 
than in 1892. 


Tho total production of joig iron, 


third that of tho State of Pennsylva- 
nia, tbo production of tbo latter being 
over one-half of tho output of 
tho 
country. 
The largest Bessemer steel 
works and tbo greatest'crucible plant 
are located here. 


A year ago the total numlier of op- 
eratives v,'as 2000. 
This of course in- 
cludes Homestead, Braddnck and oth- 
er towns within a few miles of tho 
city, and which will be indnded in tho 
Qreatoi^'Vrtlshurg. 
The employes re- 
ceive in -^figos in one vear 
between 
838.000,000 and $10,000,000, 


Tho largest.Concern is tho Cnrnegie 
Steel ComiMiny, which is capitalized 
at S25,000,0()0.—Jt 
employs 
10,000 
men and boys. 
In tho way of produc- 
tion it turns out 100,000 tons of pig 
.iron per month, and tho same number 
of tons of open hearth and Bessemer 
steel blooms, billets, structural febapes, 
etc. 


The 
finished 
product 
aggregates 
from twenty to twenty-five cars per 
day. 'A't tho .Eraddocic rail mill steel 
rails thirty I'eot long aro rolled out at 
tho rate of two each Second, or 120' 
per minute. 
An average day's work is 
eighteen miles of single track. 


On .tlfo opi:)osite side of th3 Monon- 
gahela Eiver, and throe miles below 
lifaddock, are tho Homestead works, 
made lamous by the strike and riots of 
189:^. 
Armor plates, beams, etc., are 
the principal ]n'oductSiof this plant. 
The armor mills are^ n«w i:)racticaUy 
shut down on account "of no work. ^ 


The company haß; finished its con- 
tracts for Government work, and is 
now ready to make armor for any for- 
eign Power. 
In the structural mills 
the employes are getting out an ordpr 
of 37,000 tons of 'beams and girders 
for the Manhattan 
road system, 


Siuco the armor plate frauds it is 
almost as hard to break 
into the 
Homestead mills as it is to get out of 
jail. 
Ko one is admitted without a 
pass, a uniformed guard standing as 
sentinel over a bridge at the main bu-' 
trance. 
As the visitor who is fortu- 
nate enough to secure a ticket 
ap- 
proaches the mills from the yard the- 
whole interior appears to bo filled with 
a shower of i>old.

steel ingots, crude steel, rails, sheets, 
plates, rolled iron and steel, etc., 
in 
1892 in this city was 7,801,397 tons. 
In the lüllüwinii year there was a slight 
decrease to 7,377,881 tons, which ''in 
1894 jumped to 8,501,819 ttms, 
or 
700,422 tons more than during the 
big year of '92, 


The origin of the iron and steel in- 
dustry, its growth and development 
is a marvellous story, 
Tho beginning 
of tho manufacture of iron in West- 
ern Pennsylvania, and tho firat fur- 
nace built, dateb buck to 1790. It was 
then located in what is now tho most 
iabhionable residence section of Rilts- 
Lurg, Shady Side. 
A rolling mill on 
a sjnall scale was erected there 
in 
1811. 


The close proximity to the inex- 
bauetiblo supi^y of soit coal fields and 
tho natural shipping facilities allovd- 
ed by the Ohio, Monongahela 
and 
Allegheny Eivers, made Pittsburg a 
magnet for the iron and steel 
pio- 
neers, and the one rolling mill plant 
quickly spread and multiplied.

A BLAST 
FURNACE. 


Within a few years virgin 
forest 
trees gave way to bhiokestaoke^, and at 
night scores of furnace iires around 
which toiled brawny, half-nuked men 
lit up tho surrounding bills and gave 
an awesome weirdness to the small vil- 
lage. 


In 1803 an iron and brass foundry 
was established. 
It afterward oast the 
cannon which bla; cd in victory from 
Perry's litllo lieut on Lako Erie, 
Can- 
non havo been made here for three 
wars. 
During the last Civil War over 
2OU0 guns were made. 


The 'Uron City" i^roduces one-fifth 
of the entire amount of iron and steel 
made in the United States, and one- 


the '^converter," a fan-shaned flame of 
vast proijortions sweeps roof ward, and 
Jrom this comes the torrent of 
fiery 
sparks which sweep high in the air, 
and then fall on the earthen lioor, 
kept continually covered with water, 


Ün a narrow ledge at tho far side of 
the building, high up in the air, and 
directly opposite to the 
'^converter," 
stand three men, the **melter" andhis 
assistants. They are m a cowering at- 
titude, as though shrinking from the 
Hood of fire, and tho *'melter," with a 
glass hold to his eye, 
watches 
the 
fiame coining from tho ''converter," 
until by its color he recognizes the 
right 
moment 
for 
turning out the 
molten steel into the molds. 


At his signal the 
'^converter" 
is 
tilted forward, sending out metal as 
brij^ht 
as silver. 
Thus all day and 
night the melter stands and makes the 
basis of wealth for tho world by the 
control of living 
fire. 
Personal skill 
alone qualifies him for his oiiioe, for 
there is no thumb rule by 
which he 
can control this mighty element. 


The practical 
process of making 
Bessemer steel consists in putting pig 
iron into tho '^converter" and 
blow- 
ing the carbon out of it by means of 
iinmenee draughts. 
The 
sheets 
of 
fiame out- sees aro incandescent 
car 
l)on. 
Later the steel is remelted and 
treated with speigle iron, etc,, to re* 
btore the rij^ht ijuantity of carbon. 


Next to the Carnegie interests the 
largest plant is that of Jones iV Laugh- 
hut-. 
At thf hi-ad of it is 13. F, Jones, 
who, as Chairman ol the Republican 
National Ct^jnmittee, ran 
the Biaine 
cainjjui;:n. 
The firm employes 3500 
men and treats them better than any 
uther company, 


Withm the past few years the 
iron 
business 
has been 
revolutionized. 
Puddling iron has given way to tho 
lUiproveil 
and 
cheaper methods of 
luaUiu^ steel. 
Steel has taken the 
place of iron in all kinds of structural 
worii, and scores of puddling furnaces 
uro idle. 


SteeJ does not wear as well as good 
iron, and shrewd manufactures prtsdict 
a return to 
the 
days of puddling. 
Jones tV Luughlins have less than ono- 


fourth of 
their puddling furnaces in 
operation, but will have use for them 
later. 


The day of high wages in tho iron 
and steel business ha^ passed never to 
return. 
Up until tho time when the 
Carnegie Steel Comjmny, after a great 
loss of life, succeeded in almost break- 
ing 
the Anii\lp:amated 
Association, 
Bcorofl of men who wero paid accord- 
ing to the production of the mills upon 
which they worked, 
received 
from 
$25 per day upward. 


Kollers camo to the mills in car- 
riages and 
behind fast horses, aud 
lived on the best they could get. Hun- 
dreds of men who a few years ago, if 
they dul not make from 810 tofiilS per 
day would have bemoaned their hard 
luck, are now working for $2 and So 
per da5\ 


Notwithstanding tho reduced duty 
on tin plate, which tho mauufactur<*rs 
claimed would compel them to close 
their mills, the tin plants areilourish- 
ing. 
One of the odd features of the 
erection of tin plate mills is the intro- 
ductiou of women in tho iron and 
steel trades. 
At tho plant of the Mo- 
nongahela 
Tin 
Plato 
Company 
in 
South Pittsburg, ;and which is now 
partly own^d by United States Senator 
Quay, women work on tho'ti.oor of the 
'mill alongside men. They wear coarse 
clothing, with heavy aprons, and on 
their hands they havo gloves. 


Tho women stand at the rolls with 
tongs and catch the plates 
as 
they 
come out. 
They cut, *Mip** and gep- 
arato them, aud do the work better 
than men. 
The women learned the 
busineFs in Wales, and earn from S5 
to SS per week. 
Husband and wife 
work in the same mill, tho former at 
.the furnace and tho latter at the rolls. 


For years girls havo been employed 
in tbo bolt and nut factories of that 
city, but this is the first time they 
have actuallv worked on the floor of a 
mill with tho glare of a furnace on 
one side and the whirr of heavy rolls 
•on the other. 


As it is the custom for women to 
work in tin mills in Wales, the men do 
not object io tlie Avoinen. 
The latter 
will be taken into tho Amalgamated 
Association, as the work they perform 
is fcovered by the scale. 


The iron and stoel business will far- 
ther develop by the building of new 
railroads and the Lake Erie and Ohio 
Piivt-r Ship Canal. 
The latter is a cer- 
tainty, 
anil, 
when completed, 
will 
makt» Pittsburg in reality the greatest 
manufacturing citv in the w*orld.

Ono is tho osciipo from tho 
oillgcrfl of Dontlflfc O. E. Bnidford» who io 
fiUpposotl to bo tho ilnanoial backor of tho 
^ gaiiff; and whoso arrost cost a fjroat doal 
' Of trobblo. ^ iDr. Bradford was found in 
bis roóm Saturday nipht, butC'hiof Hnznn' 
did not formally arrest him then» foaring 
that bJa confodoratos ini^rlifc tako alarm 
andosoapo. Dotoctivcs Oallif:Tan nud Burns 
wore on guard, ono In ouoh a^ljolniug 
room, but whon tho chiof rotuvucd on 
Sunday morning ho found that tho dou- 
tlst had esoapod from hla room. 


Tho fact of tho osoape has just boon 
mado publio, and It may cost Dütoctivea 
Calligan and Burns their pluooQ.

Tho loadorof tho^rang, Brook way, whoso 
realnamois Hponcor, is 73 yoars-old. but 
aftor a caroor of forty years of crlmo 
Buarcoly looks 60. Ho coinoa from Con- 
KPOticut, and in his youth studied choiu- 
istry ut Yalo coUogo. 


Ho bogan oeunterfoiting United States 
bonds soon uftiur tho war broke out, and 
Wiifl arrosti?d, but osrapod punishment. 
In ISSO ho was Bontoncod for thirty years 
for countorfolting and forcring govern- 
mont bonds, but his sontonco was sua- 
jiondod on condition of hia surrendoring 
his platos and giving the govornmout val- 
uable information. 


In 1880 ho was sent to Ring Sing for üvo 
years by Hecorder Smytho, of New York, 
for forging Morris and Essex railroad 
bonds, and affcor serving his SL»ntenco ho 
was discharged on Aug. i, 1SK7. Since 
then ho has been frx)0. In tho ovont of his 
ctjuvictlon now tho old thirty year son- 
tonco wUl count against him.
